John's,  co:n-y\-d 
by  requisition  to  the  Higli  Sheriff,  was  held  at  the  FactoiV, 
on  Saturday,  the  20th  Soptenibcr,  to  consider  tlie  necessity 
of  adopting  such  measures  as  may  lead  to  St.  John's  ))eiu"- 
made  a  Port  of  Call  for  a  Transatlantic.  Line  of  Steamers.-^ 
TliG  Hon.  William  Thomas  was  called  to  the  Chair  and 
Ambrose  Shea,  Esq.,  M.  H.  A.,  was  requested  to  act  as 
Secretary. 

The  CiTAiJiMAr^,  on  opening  the  Meeting,  said  that  no 
one  v/ho  had  resided  in  this  Colony  for  even  a  short 
period,  could  have  failed  to  notice  the  disadvantaws  unrler 
winch  we  labor,  for  want  of  an  earlier  and  more  regular  com- 
munication witli  the  Mother  Country;  but  the  number  and 
respectability  of  the  reqnisitionists  at  whose  instance  this 
meeting  had  been  convened,  gave  promi-e  of  more  en.-r>v..*ic 
and  strenuous  cllbrts  to  plice  Newfoundland  in  hei  pu>ppr 
position,  and  to  secure  to  ber  tliose  adv;intagcs  to  which  her 
e.xionsivc  comnif^rce  and  her  t-eogranl);.-:!}  yitu;vtion  mnxK--- 
iuvavhly  entitle  her.  While  Steam  is  doing  wonders  for  riic 
noghbounng  Colonies,said  the  Chairman,  we  are  complet'-ly 
pass'.'d  over  m  the  postal  arrangements,  and  our  letters  are 
carried  five  nmdrcd  miles  beyond  us,  for  no  other  purpo^ie 
timntobe  brought  back  tons  again;  thus  traveliin- op- 
tiiousand  n)iles  more  than  suiiicicnt  to  reach  us  by  a  direct 
bne.  I  am  aware  that  mnc]i  pr.judice  prevails  on  the  otl-r 
«.!de  ot  the  Athmfic,  against  the  establishing  of  St.  John's  as 
a  /ort  oi  Call  lor  Steanurs  on  {.heir  voyai^e  iroin  Great 
Ihilain  to  North  America  ;  but  if  wc  can  succeed  in  dir^pellin- 
lliesc  pivjudices,  and  can  i;Kbieo  our  Le-a  .lalnre  to  iMu.jvc'it 
file  grant  to  any  line  of  transatlantic  Stoanicrs  toucbm- at 
tlis  lort,  we  may  shortly  acconiplish  a  most  desivabie  ob- 
yx^,  and  prove  tl.at  tliis  pivliminary  meeting,  and  t'lese 
niiliatory  jnoceednigs,  have  not  hcen  in  vain.,  i"3ut,  gewtle- 
inen,  it  will  not  bo  .sutjici;  ut  n.-f  w-  ]<;..-  r-.--.--y...-.,-..-.
